At its annual meeting, the 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative 
will be handing a $1,200 check 
to an organization to carry out a 
project that will positively impact 
the people of Greenbelt. Honor- 
ing the legacy of Jim Cassels, 
Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen 
of 1978 and organizer of the 
Co-op Supermarket in 1984, the 
Jim Cassels Community Service 
Award illustrates this year’s Co- 
op Month theme — The Co-op 
Connection. 

Since its creation in 2006, the 
award has funded a variety of 
projects that connect and enrich 
this community. Organizations, 
cooperatives and local groups are 
encouraged to think of a project 
to implement in the next year 
that will benefit Greenbelt. The 
deadline to apply for the award is 
October 15. 

Past awardees have undertaken 


a wide range of activities, all of 
which are fitting tributes to the 
memory of Jim Cassels and his 
legacy of community involvement. 

GreenSTEMs of Club125 (re- 
named MakerSpace) is the most 
recent recipient of the award. 
The club used its grant to fa- 
cilitate a Repair Café. Green- 
STEMS provided tools and mate- 
rials to help people work together 
to make repairs on such things 
as clothes, furniture, electrical 
appliances, bicycles, crockery, ap- 
pliances, toys, jewelry and more. 
Electricians, seamstresses, carpen- 
ters, bicycle mechanics and other 
repair specialists helped people 
make those repairs. 

2012 Awardee 

The 2012 awardee, the Friends 
of Still Creek, developed an edu- 
cational project in partnership with

Make Computers or Learn 
Minecraift at MakerSpace

After a busy, fun and award- 
winning Labor Day weekend, 
the Greenbelt MakerSpace is 
getting ready for fall activities. 
The workshop series starts with 
two new exciting additions to the 
schedule. 

On Saturday, September 6 
from 1 to 3 p.m., the Maker- 
Space will host a “Build a PC” 
workshop where every attendee 
will be helped to assemble a 
working desktop computer, using 
parts from donated systems. At- 
tendees also have the option to 
bring in their own used or new 
components. The only require- 
ment is that all working systems 
must be taken home or donated 
to a family in need of computing 
resources. 

In the “Minecraft for Educa- 
tion” workshop on Saturday, 
September 20 from 1 to 3 p.m., 
parents and teachers are invited 
to learn how to navigate their 
way to and through Minecraft. 
Attendees will see and experi- 
ence the educational side of this 


popular kids’ game — a “game” 
that can be used to teach his- 
tory, architecture, social studies, 
biology, math and, of course, 
computer science. Following the 
workshop, the community is in- 
vited to compete in a Minecraft 
skills and challenge competition. 

Robotics programs for el- 
ementary and middle school stu- 
dents start the week of Septem- 
ber 8 for ages 9 to 14, and the 
following week for ages 6 to 9. 
The older students will compete 
on three different FIRST LEGO 
League (FLL) teams meeting on 
Monday and Tuesday evenings 
at 6:15 p.m. and Saturday after- 
noons at 1 p.m. Space is limited 
but a wait list will be created. 
The younger students will be 
placed by experience and interest 
in one of three groups that meet 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
at 5 p.m. Due to growing de- 
mand, workshops for parents and 
teachers looking to start or coach

Outstanding Citizen for 2014 
Is Kathleen Scott McFarland 


In announcing the name 
of the 42nd recipient of the 
Greenbelt Outstanding Citizen 
Award, Committee Chair Rob- 
ert Zugby said he was having 
difficulty finding something 
unique to tell about this year’s 
Outstanding Citizen. He was 
speaking to the opening cer- 
emony crowd at the Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival. 

Although this activist had 
a very long list of volunteer 
activities in Greenbelt, he felt 
none was unique to her only. 
Others as well perform simi- 
lar work for the community. 
He decided the most unique 
activity may have been as 
airplane spotter during World 
War II and being able to tell 
the difference between a Japa- 
nese Zero, a German Messer- 
schmidt Bf 109 and an Ameri- 
can B-17. 

While very few WWII Green- 
belt aircraft spotters are still 
left in Greenbelt, Kathleen Scott 
McFarland’s uniqueness as this 
year’s outstanding citizen goes

well beyond that. 

She has been volunteering in 
Greenbelt since she moved here 
76 years ago as a ten-year-old 
and joined the Girl Scouts. She 
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raised eight children here to 
boot while working at the 
Department of Agriculture. 

In an oral history interview 
McFarland gave to a Univer- 
sity of Maryland history stu- 
dent on November 22, 1980, 
(“Looking Back,” compiled 
by Dorothy Lauber and pub- 
lished by the City of Green- 
belt upon the occasion of its 
50th Anniversary, 1987), she 
tells of coming to Greenbelt 
in April 1938 as a 10-year- 
old Sth grader. Although her 
parents had not been civic 
activists, they began to go 
to meetings as soon as they 
settled here. 

McFarland joined the Girl 
Scouts. “It seemed like ev- 
erybody was in something; 
there weren’t any kids, either, 
who stayed out of organiza- 
tions,” she told the inter- 
viewer. 

Band 
One of her favorite organiza-

Four Cities Meeting Discussion 
Covers Many Municipal Issues 


The quarterly meeting of the 
four cities (Greenbelt, College 
Park, Berwyn Heights and New 
Carrollton) was hosted by Berwyn 
Heights at their Town Center on 
July 30. Included on the agenda 
were nine topics submitted by 
Berwyn Heights, College Park 
and Greenbelt with an additional 
three items added at the meeting. 
All four of the municipalities 
were represented including all 
seven members of the Green- 
belt City Council. Mayor Cheye 
Calvo of Berwyn Heights pre- 
sided. Other officials attending 
were Peggy Higgins, member 
of the Prince George’s County 
Board of Education and Dannielle 
Glaros, chief of staff for Prince 
George’s County Councilmember 
Eric Olson. 

Neighborhood Flooding 

Calvo led a discussion relat- 
ing to recent flooding occurring 
throughout the area in July. He 
described the Berwyn Heights 
flooding experience in the Calvert 
Hills neighborhood where flood- 
ing had never occurred before. 
The estimated downfall was close 
to five inches in a period of 90 
minutes, he said. 

He compared that with the 
rated capacity of the storm drain- 
age system in the area of 3.25 
inches over a 24-hour period. 
Berwyn Heights is working with 
the county Department of Public

Works and Transportation, he said, 
which has responsibility for the 
stormwater system. 

Mayor Andrew Hanko of New 
Carrollton reported that no homes 
in his city were affected, but they 
are concerned with some parts of 
their stormwater facilities. Green- 
belt officials reported only a few 
areas that were affected, notably a 
low area adjacent to the Parkway 
apartments. 

Solar Panels 

Berwyn Heights discussed their 
interest in pursuing solar pan- 
els for municipal properties and 
wondered about the possibility of 
partnering with the municipali- 
ties for available space for panel 
placement. Calvo noted the lead- 
ership undertaken in this area by 
University Park and the incentive 
for lower electricity rates associ- 
ated with solar installations. 

Berwyn Heights, he said, has 
been in touch with a private com- 
pany interested in partnering with 
municipalities. He wondered if 
there was sufficient interest in 
joining together for potential solar 
projects. 

Other officials noted the space 
requirements for a viable return on 
solar investments. They needed 
to be sure that roof structures 
are able to support solar panels. 
Greenbelt Councilmember Rod- 
ney Roberts opined that an acre 
of roof would be about 43,000 


square feet and that a first step 
would be to identify a list of po- 
tentially available space. 
Pedestrian Safety 

Although the pedestrian safety 
issue had been placed on the 
agenda by Berwyn Heights, May- 
or Andrew Fellows of College 
Park provided background and 
an update on State Highway Ad- 
ministration plans for increasing 
pedestrian safety on Route 1 near 
the University of Maryland cam- 
pus and the College Park business 
district, generally in the area of 
Knox Road. Rails will be in- 
stalled in medians in that area, he 
said, to cut down on jaywalking 
by students and others who fre- 
quent the Route | establishments. 
In addition speed cameras will be 
in operation in that area 24 hours 
a day and seven days a week, he 
said. 

Animal Shelter 

This topic was added by Col- 
lege Park and had been related at 
a previous Four Cities meeting, 
where Adam Ortiz of the county 
Department of Public Works and 
Transportation (DPW&T) had of- 
fered the possibility of the coun- 
ty’s placing an animal shelter in 
the northern part of the county. 
Councilmember Patrick Wojahn 
of College Park indicated that the

Baseline Assessment 
Needed for Forest 


I was invited to attend a meet- 
ing of the Forest Preserve Ad- 
visory Board last week where a 
conversation about invasive plants 
was held. I quickly realized that 
there was a lack in education 
about what invasive plants are, 
why they are considered a prob- 
lem, how they are managed and 
what the condition of the forest 
is. I would like to clear up some 
points of confusion first. There is 
no plan, to my knowledge, to do 
anything about invasive plants in 
the Forest Preserve. From what 
I observed at the meeting the 
conversation has just begun and 
will continue for many months 
until something is decided for 
or against any action to man- 
age invasive plants in the Forest 
Preserve. 

A common question asked 
during any discussion about in- 
vasive plants is why they are 
a problem. To be considered 
invasive a plant must meet one 
of three criteria. The plant must 
cause economic harm usually in 
the form of agricultural damage, 
cause a human health hazard or 
cause ecological harm. Proving 
that a plant causes ecological 
harm is the hardest criteria to 
meet because there are an almost 


uncountable number of variables 
to consider, but one method of 
measurement universally accepted 
by the ecological community 1s 
biodiversity. 

The more diversity an eco- 
system has the healthier it 1s. 
Invasive plants are considered 
so because they lower the bio- 
diversity of the area they grow 
in which decreases the health of 
the ecosystem. Unfortunately the 
forest preserve has never had a 
baseline health assessment even 
though it is written in the Forest 
Preserve Management and Main- 
tenance Plan and the Greenbelt 
website states that the advisory 
board is supposed to report the 
health and condition of the Forest 
Preserve annually. I suspect this 
is, understandably, due to finan- 
cial constraints. 

Before any invasive plant 
management plan is considered 
the condition of the Forest Pre- 
serve needs to be assessed. The 
Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources has stated that there 
are sensitive areas and organisms 
within the Forest Preserve. These 
areas and organisms need to be 
considered when creating a man- 
agement plan. 

On that note clarification on 
management plans is needed. 
There are guidelines for man- 
aging invasive plants provided 
by numerous national and lo- 
cal agencies. A comprehensive 
management plan first considers 
whether any action is needed. I 
simply pointed out that there are 
invasive plant species in the For- 
est Preserve and from my experi- 
ence, working in invasive plant 
management, I think it should be 
dealt with. 

Management does not neces- 
sarily mean removing every sin- 
gle invasive plant. Usually con- 
taining and stunting the spread 
of the invasive plants to protect 
sensitive areas and allowing time 
for the forest to adapt is the best 
practice. 

I know that there are many 
members of the community that 
currently work or have a back- 
ground in a scientific discipline 
that can be used to help deter- 
mine the condition of the For- 
est Preserve. I hope that these 
community members, with the 
permission of the Forest Preserve 
Advisory Board, can volunteer 
their time and expertise to create 
a baseline assessment of the For- 
est Preserve.

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Sharon Jacobson 

Sharon Arnot Jacobson, 66, 
died in the early hours of Satur- 
day, August 23, 2014, with her 
husband, Dale, at her side. The 
Jacobsons have lived on Plateau 
Place since moving to Greenbelt 
on April 1, 1976. 

Mrs. Jacobson had a lifelong 
personal and professional interest 
in physical education, especially 
for women. Born and raised in 
Rockford, Ill., she went to under- 
graduate school at the University 
of Northern Iowa, where she re- 
ceived her bachelor’s degree in 
women’s physical education in 
1970. 

Sharon and Dale met dur- 
ing their college years and mar- 
ried on June 7, 1969. After her 
graduation, she moved to the east 
coast where Dale was in the U.S. 
Air Force, stationed at Andrews 
Air Force Base. She stayed on 
in the area, teaching girls’ physi- 
cal education for a year at the 
former Southern High School in 
Baltimore while Dale was serving 
in Vietnam.

She completed all of the 
degree requirements except for 
her dissertation, at this point be- 
ing wooed away from academe 
to run a fitness center at the U.S. 
Department of Justice, initially 
as a government employee and 
later as one owner of a com- 
pany called Metro Fitness. Later, 
with four others, she established 
Health Pro, Inc., and ran fitness 
centers for federal employees at 
agencies in the D.C. area until 
October 2010, by which time she 
was sole owner. 

Mrs. Jacobson also became 
active in fitness programs for 
seniors locally, where she gath- 
ered a following of loyal students 
and friends. Under the aegis of 
the SAGE program, she taught 
water aerobics and weight resis- 
tance training classes for Prince 
George’s Community College at 
various locations. Close to home, 
she taught deep water aerobics 
and arthritis therapy classes at 
the Greenbelt Aquatic and Fitness 
Center until July 2012. 

Mrs. Jacobson was an active 
member of the Greenbelt Inter- 
generational Volunteer Exchange 
Service (GIVES) and many resi- 
dents of Old Greenbelt will re- 
member her faithful twice-daily 
walking of Mary Chapman’s 
shih-tzu, PJ, for many years. 
She also served as president of 
GIVES from 2009 to 2011.

Meta Lagerwertft 
Meta Lagerw- 
erff, 91, a long- 
time Greenbelter, 
died on Sunday 
August 24, 2014, 
at Hillhaven As- 
sisted Living in 

Adelphi. 

She was born Meta de Jong in 
Leiden, the Netherlands, on April 
6, 1923. World War II shadowed 
her young adulthood, especially 
after her father was murdered by 
the Nazis due to his outspoken 
anti-Nazi views. She and her sister 
and brother, as well as her future 
husband, were all part of the Dutch 
Resistance, working secretly to un- 
dermine Nazi control. As a young 
woman, she was a courier, trans- 
mitting verbal messages to other 
resistance workers in Amsterdam. 

Meta married John (Bob) La- 
gerwerff in 1948, and in 1949 
they immigrated to the United 
States so that Bob could follow 
his career path in the soil sci- 
ences. They lived first in Hart- 
ford, Conn.; then in Ithaca, N.Y.; 
and thereafter for nine years in 
Riverside, Calif. In Riverside, 
Meta played violin with the city 
orchestra and began taking college 
courses toward her bachelor’s de- 
gree. Coming from a cool, rainy 
climate, she greatly enjoyed the 
dry and sunny California weather. 
The family also traveled through 
Europe and lived in Egypt for six 
months in 1962. 

In 1965 the Lagerwerffs moved 
with their children, Carmen and 
Mark, to Seabrook. Mrs. Lager- 
werff primarily devoted herself 
to raising her children, while also 
continuing her education. Both 
with the family, and on her own, 
she took regular trips back to the 
Netherlands. Following the death 
of her husband in 1977, Mrs. 





Lagerwerff moved to Greenbelt. 
She had by then attained a mas- 
ter’s degree in family studies, and 
worked for 10 years as a coun- 
selor in a mental health center 
until retiring in 1988. She often 
shared her home with family and 
friends. She greatly valued what 
the community of Greenbelt had 
to offer. She loved watching her 
family expand to include three 
grandchildren, and later a great 
grandson, and was interested in 
all aspects of their lives. Play- 
ing croquet and sharing a home 
cooked meal when everyone was 
visiting became a family tradition. 

After retirement, she volun- 
teered for many years teaching 
English to immigrant children 
in the public schools. She also 
volunteered weekly, until the age 
of 88, working on classified ads- 
for the Greenbelt News Review.

One of her 
greatest joys was playing regularly 
with the Greenbelt Bridge Club.

of commitment from participating 
municipalities in support of a fea- 
sibility study and funding support 
for such a facility. 

Most of the municipal officials 
around the table expressed the 
view that each municipality to 
be served by a northern animal 
shelter should receive an official 
letter from the county and that the 
first step should be agreement on 
the scope of the project among all 
participants. 

Related somewhat to the animal 
control shelter was an item added 
to the agenda regarding a potential 
grant funding opportunity for Spay 
and Neuter programs offered by 
the Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture. A contingent of interested 
Greenbelt residents present and 
members of the Greenbelt City 
Council offered the opportunity 
for other cities to join in the grant 
submission. The city was seeking 
up to $75,000 in its grant request. 
Greenbelt offered to draft a letter 
requesting other interested com- 
munities to join the grant request. 

Neighborhood Stabilization 

The topic of neighborhood sta- 
bilization was added by College 
Park related to its ongoing issues 
with an over-balance of rental 
properties in some established 
neighborhoods. Dannielle Glaros 
of College Park spoke briefly of 
possible legislation at the county 
level to address this issue for some 
jurisdictions. A proposed piece of 
legislation (PG-42) is currently in 
committee, she said, that would 
allow the creation of districts with 
restrictions on rental properties.

Other options are also being 
considered, she said, that may be 
models where similar situations 
have been addressed. Discussion 
on the topic was varied. Some felt 
that where an established neigh- 
borhood goes below 50 percent 
owner-occupied, problems would 
then occur. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
noted the current hardships in the 
present housing market, where 
homeowners are choosing to rent 
rather than sell their homes. In 
other situations, she said, home- 
Owners are away from their estab- 
lished homes for job and occupa- 
tion reasons and would rather rent. 

Other Issues 

Other items discussed at the 
meeting included a briefing by Cal- 
vo on a process called Road Sur- 
face Analysis that utilizes an X-ray 
study of street/roadway surfaces. 
Using the process to estimate the 
remaining life of the roadway, mu- 
nicipalities could be more knowl- 
edgeable, he said, regarding when 
and how often roadways need 
resurfacing. He indicated that the 
cost of such analysis is estimated 
at about $200 to $500 per mile. 

Near the end of the meeting 
there was brief discussion relating to 
the U.S. General Services Adminis- 
tration announcement of the three 
potential locations for the planned 
relocation of the FBI headquarters 
in the Washington suburbs. Most 
discussion related to the inclusion 
in the three choices of the Prince 
George’s County Landover Mall 
property, in addition to the Green- 
belt Metro Site and the Springfield

Since all of the four cities’ lead- 
ership have provided support for 
the Greenbelt site, there was trepi- 
dation or concern regarding the 
potential impact of having two 
“competing” sites within Prince 
George’s County. Some felt that 
having two competing sites in 
Maryland would have the potential 
of damaging the solidarity that had 
been evidenced by the much-touted 
“We are All In” campaign for the 
Greenbelt site. 

Greenbelt officials reported on 
the status of the transfer of the 
county’s French Immersion cur- 
riculum to the old Greenbelt Mid- 
dle School. The city is glad that 
this transfer is taking place and 
is wondering what the renovated 
facility will be called. It was also 
noted that the Greenbelt Advisory 
Committee on Education will in- 
clude the French Immersion school 
within their scope of interest as an 
educational facility serving Green- 
belt students. 

Greenbelt officials also noted 
that the city has been offered the 
opportunity to utilize up to five 
rooms on the first level of the old 
building to the rear of the new 
wing. Apparently there has been 
extensive water damage there 
and the city will have to decide 
whether to take on such a re- 
sponsibility. 

Updates were also provided on 
the ongoing Economic Develop- 
ment Study underway in Green- 
belt and the city’s recent meeting 
with Planning Board Chair Eliza- 
beth Hewlett.

tions was the Greenbelt Band, 
of which she was an original 
member. Organized by Paul Gar- 
rett and his brother, Dana, she 
likened the story of its organiza- 
tion to that of the band in “The 
Music Man.” Without knowledge 
of music or instruments, McFar- 
land was given an E-flat clari- 
net because of the small size of 
her hands, which she proceeded 
to learn to play. Possibly the 
most memorable performance was 
when the band marched through- 
out the walkways of Greenbelt in 
celebration of victory in World 
War II. And it was in the band 
that she met her future husband, 
Henry McFarland. 

As the Scott family grew and 
shrank in size, it was required 
by the government, to move to 
different size units, the largest 
being one with a basement at 7-K 
Crescent Road. When Kathleen 
married Henry McFarland and 
two other siblings married in 
the same year, her parents were 
forced to downsize. 

Later, in 1953, when the 
housing co-op took ownership 
from the government, her parents 
moved out of Greenbelt, a deci- 
sion McFarland thinks they came 
to regret. 

Upon marriage, Kathleen, too, 
wanted to “get away,” but after 
their first child was born, they 
moved back to an apartment in 
Greenbelt, then to a two-bedroom 
co-op home and then to a three- 
bedroom. 

Finally, with seven children in 
a very crowded GHI home, the 
McFarlands moved to a bigger 
house on Fayette Place in Lake- 
wood, where Kathleen continues 
to live. 

Activities 

Most activities for which Mc- 
Farland‘s involvement was cited 
as the basis for the Outstand- 
ing Citizen Award have taken 
place since she became an empty- 
nester. She is an active member 


of both Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living, which helps infirm se- 
niors remain in their homes, and 
Greenbelt Inter-generational Vol-

unteer Exchange, which enables 
seniors to help one another on an 
exchange-of-service basis. 

She has been an active vol- 
unteer with this newspaper, writ- 
ing the weekly Our Neighbors 
column and reporting on senior 
trips. She is known for helping 
her neighbors in difficulty. 

An active alumna of Green- 
belt High School Class of 1944, 
she helps organize reunions and 
writes obituaries and memorials 
for deceased classmates. Since 
coming to Greenbelt, she has 
been an active member of St. 
Hugh’s Church, serving in many 
capacities, most recently as a 
member of the choir, Sodality 
and Ladies of Charity.
